iTAUirculluiJ, the Austrian ambassadors 
abroad refrained from giving Germany 
any diplomatic support.

many's venture in the Moroccan contro- 
versy were shared, it Is now known, by 
several of the non-Prussian 
sovereign

Franco and Great Britain on the subject 
of Morocco. 


D'Aehrenthal's policy throughout, »lnoe 


he first became minister of foreign ftf- 
falri, 1ms bnen to rostore the proper bal- 
ance of relations between Berlin and Vi- 
enna. 
In the days of his predecessor, 


Count Golouchowikl, Austria was re- 
duced to a purely secondary role In the 
eyes of Europe, but on the appointment 
ns foreign minister of Count J'Aehren- 
thal, he soon proceeded to show his en- 
tire independence of Berlin control by 
pioclalmlng. the annexation of the Otto- 
man provinces of Herzegovina and Bos- 
nia to Austria-Hungary, without warn- 
ing Kaiser Wilhclm beforehand, about It. 


From that moment the kalger let to 


•work vo undo d'Aehrenthal and began by 
Intimating that his presence at the head 
of the department of foreign affairs at 
Vienna constituted an obstacle in the 
way of restoration of more friendly re- 
lations on the part ol Austria and Ger- 
many with Russia, uilcllnp that he was 
not the statesman calculated to promote 
a closer union between Beilln and VI 


Then Emperor "VVIIllam set himself to 


win over the Archduke Fronds Ferdi- 
nand. Aware of the lattcr's devotion to 
his morganatic wife, the Duchess of Ho- 
benberg. nnJ knowing of the" difficulties 
made about receiving her at the courts 
of Great Britain, of Russia, of Belgium, 
and even of Spain (whcr* the queen 
mother Is an Austrian archduchess), he 
invited the archduke and the duchess to 
Potsdam, and received the duchess with 
altogether royal honors, delicately getting 
over any small questions of etiquette by 
treating her as a near and dear relative. 
Moreover, on his next visit to Vienna, 
Emperor William and his consort Insist- 
ed upon the presence of the duchein at 
all the court festivities organized In their 
honor, 
singling tier out for th« most 
marked attention.

PARIS, Feb. 24. — The minister ot 
war has performed an act of great cour- 
age in abolishing the jeign of terror In 
ttie French, army. 1 presume no one can 
accuse the .Socialist Mlllerand of being 
a reactionary. 
He is not the sort oi 
man to smooth tha path for Caesar. Bui, 
b/ being nominated minister of war, it 
was in his power to put an end to what 
he called years ago "a. system of in- 
famy." 


For the first timo since the days of 
the notorious General Andre, French of- 
ticers are protected from secret informeis 
and secret denunciations. No longer aie 
their careers to be ruined by lying and 
treacherous statements mads in the dailc. 
In justification of the fiches, the Combes 
ministry asserted the necessity of being 
assured of the .Republican sentiments oi 
the men placed in command. That was 
a perfectly legitimate aim, if It had been 
carried out legitimately. But the prefects 
abused the situation by employing spies 
of objectionable character to pry into 
the private lives of officers and their 
families, without- the victims being ai- s 
lowed to control or to check tha state- 
ments made about them.

The Pacific Coast Cities May 


Receive Visit From 


British Ruler.

LOXDON, Feb. 23 —Kins George has 


definitely decided to visit CanaJa during 
tlie Duke of Connaught's term as gov- 
ernor-general and plans for the king to 
visit the United States on the same trip 
are now being seriously considered in tiis 
very highest 'court circles. 


This Information, which I sand withnut 


reserve, comes from the same high sou-.ce 
that enables me to send the International 
News Service the first announcement of 
the Duke of Connaught's contemplated 
trip to New York. The King's visit, how- 
ever, will not take place this year. At 
present arrangements are bein? made for 
a brief visit to Paris in the spring, to 
be followed by a state -visit 10 Berlin 
in the fall. The plan now beins consid- 
ered in official circles is that the King's 
•visit to America should be a. feature of 
tne celebration of the centenary of peace 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. The actual date of the signing 
of the treaty of Ghent was December 
24. 1514, but-full ratifications wero not ex- 
changed between the two countries until 
the following spring and the spring :>f 
1915 has, therefore, been chosen for the 
joint celebration.

AST Sunday I listed what I believed to be the ten 


most beautiful women in America. 


Today I give what I- believe to be the ten most 


beautiful women of all time. The fame of these 
immortal women has been as great, perhaps, as the 
fame of the world's greatest generals' *or the 


world's greatest scientists. 
This is an indication that even 


primitive man appreciated true feminine loveliness and perpet- 
qjted'it on marble slabs and on parchment in temples of de- 
votion and art 
Through the art of all ages womanly beauty 


has figured prominently, in many-instances marking eras. 


Nearly every artist who has given the matter any deep 


thought agrees that feminine beauty today is not on the wane. 
On the contrary, the great Rodin only recently called to mind 
the fact that the average of beauty and perfection of womanly 
form is even greater today than ever before. 


In the main, we have only the opinions of painters for proof 


of the beauty of such" women as Helen of Troy, Duchess of 
Marlborough, Saint Elizabeth of Hungary, etc., the camera 
not being in use during their life time. 


But it is not so much the work of the painter in trans- 


ferring woman's charms to canvas that we must use as a guide 
-in judging them today as the place which these beauties held 
in the estimation of the painters who actually looked upon 


t them and studied them. These women so impressed their 


generation that their fame has outlasted marble palaces,

Feminine beauty, I am aware, has greatly changed in this 


generation. 
Styles in clothes and in methods of living have 


developed new types of beauty, especially in America. There 
is no doubt that the peasant class in France and Italy have 
undergone but little change in type through successive gen- 
erations because modern civilization has only slightly influ- 
enced their lives. 


We know that Helen of Troy must have been a wondrous 


beauty because of the fact that the ancients made so much 
of her in an age when every woman, nearly, was beautiful and 
when every woman, humble or exalted, sought personal 
charm. 


Here are the ten women who may be termed the most beau- 


tiful that the world has ever known: 


Cleopatra, who ensnared Caesar and ruined Antony, was 


a woman of wonderful beauty and charm. 
It is supposed 


that she was short, large waisted, and dark, her eyes bright 
and intelligent. 
It is probable that her face conformed to 


the Greek standards of beauty, for her blood was Greek, and 
the Romans, who were thin, would not have admired a strictly 
African type.

Recamier, the famous French beauty, charmed all who came 


within the circle of her acquaintance. 
Her complexion was 


fair, her teeth white and regular, her mouth small, her dark 
eyes brilliant, though not large, her hair black and curling 
naturally, and her face arch and frank, lighting up with an 
irresistible expression of goodness and interest when she 
talked. Her head was well poised and her carriage indicative 
of pride.

Betty Jumel, who became the second wife o'f Aaron Burr, 


was a beautiful blonde, with a lovely figure and graceful car- 
riage. Her blue eyes were full and wistful. At the time of 
her marriage to Bucr she was 57 years old, but she had -re- 
tained much of her remarkable beauty. Her complexion was 
that of a girl, her blue eyes unfaded, her features mobile, and 
in expression exceedingly winning. The poise of her head 
was queenly.

Lady Hamilton, the woman of humble birth who snared 


a British minister with her .fascinating charms, was one of the 
most noted of England's beauties. 
She had a prdfusiqn of 


auburn hair, a forehead broad but not'too high for symmetry, 
finely arched and finely penciled eyebrows, blue eyes^" whose 
shyness was strangely winning, a .delicate nose, a short upper 
lip, a dainty mouth, a chin of exquisite shapeliness, good teeth, 
a pure, clear complexion, a long neck, and a figure slight 'and 
tall.

Helen of Troy, who bewitched Paris, was a typical Grecian 


beauty. 
She had fair hair, large brown eyes, a clear white 


complexion. She was tall and.perfectly proportioned. Helen 
had a mole between the 'eyebrows and an extremely small 
mouth.

Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough, was one of the most de- 


signing and ambitious beauties of history. 
Her skin was 


wonderfully colored and her face was plump and fresh.

The duchess' eye- 
brows were delicately arched, her eyes full and brilliant, and 
her -forehead broad and high. Her .expression, after she had

Saint Elizabeth, the daughter of'Andrew II., king of Hun- 


gary, had fine features, delicately chiseled; her eyes were large 
and clear.

rrtouth, with its thin sensitive lips, drooped ever so slightly. 
There was a spiritual beauty radiating from her presence 
which charmed all who came in contact with her.

it will be trained to fulfill its mis- 
sion in life as well as you or better. 
It stands a better chance because the 
blind have greater powers of concen- 
tration than those who see. 


, There 1» just one place 
in 
this 


whole United States that will will- 
ingly admit such an affIi6ted 
child, 
and see that'll has_every possible care 
for- its advancement. 
And 
It takes 
,poor babies as well as rich ones.- But 
all get the same- treatment. 


, This Institution is not run on a pay- 
as-you-enter plan. 
It has no 
long 
waiting list to be filled from the emi- 
nently respectable to the exclusion of 
poorer Babies. It is hot erected 'as a 
monument to any Mr., Mrs. or Messrs. 
It lias no traditions, owns no Illusions, 
truckles to no servant. It stands su- 
premo as the one place where these 
pitiful little sightless children may be 
provided with the training and edu- 
cation that Is their just due.. 


Such work must be done by com- 


petent nurses, Instructors and feach- 
ers.

It Is 
best exemplified in "Oliver 
Twist," m 


"Uttle Nell," and In "David Copperfield." 
Among the manv papers written In re- 
gard to Dickens, the most sympathetic is 
perhaps by Jeannette L. Gilder, one of 
the best known literary critics in America. 
Mrs. Gilder writes: 


"What "do I think of Dickens? I can 


answer that question best by the one 
woid—everything. I think everything of 
Dickens. Dickens, Thackeray and Balzac 
are «my favorite novelists, and I cannot 
say which I Hko the best. 


"There is absolutely no question of the 


performance of Dickens' fame, and his 
lasting literary importance. 
Dickens is 


for all time. His books will last forever, 
witt always be read-and loved. The rea- 
son for this lies in the universality of his 
characters. His types are nut types of 
merely one time. They belong to today 
as much as to the day when he wrote 
of them. There may be a fad or two In 
] 


Dickens' novels, but for, the most part 
they are not fads, but belong: to all time, 
and appeal to a steady audience. 


"Of course Dickens' wrote several of his 


books with the definite object of. bringing 
about 
some 
social 
reform. 
'Bleak 


House,' for Instance, was an attack on 
the methods of the Court of Chancery. 
'Nicholas Nlckleby' showed the evil of 
a certain terrible type of school. These 
books had a special work to "do, and dlrl 
it. Tet tho attacks- that Dickens made 
on certain evils have 
their potency to- 


day. A school that resembles in any way 
Botlieboya Hall Is spoken of In Dickens' 
•terms, and its likeness to the school of 
Nicholas Nickleby is pointed out. Even 
In this way Dlckens's work is lasting. 
"I like Dickens because ho is human and 


humorous, 
I always enjoy his Immor. 


I like his tragedy. His pathos, as in the 
story of Little Nell, I find a little over- 
done. 


LOVES CHARACTERS. 


"To return to his characters—I love 


them,'and I do not think they are very 
much exaggerated. T like the humorous 
characters, the quaint 
characters, -the 


lovable characters. The characters may 
be exaggerated more or less, but they are 
none the less real characters—you see 
them. You see many of them, and often 
in England. And right here in New 
York you see them constantly 
on the 


streets. 
Scarcely a day passes as I go 


about the city that I don't see one or 
more persons of wh9m I think at once. 
•There's a, Dickens' character.' His peo- 
ple, 
in spite of possible exaggeration, are 


really the kind of people you 
meet In 


actual life. 
I feel myself that much of 


the reason people call Dickens's characters 
'exaggerated' may be found In the old 
Illustrations.. Cruikshank's pictures were 
of exaggerated types, it Is true. .1 do not 
think that Dickens exaggerates people 
very much, 


"To mo probably the greatest difference 


between Dickens and Thackeray is that 
In Thackeray you see the -author much 
moro than In Dickens, and in Dickens you 
see the characters In the story more clear- 
ly than In Tbackcray. 
In other words, 


Thackeray Is more intimate, moro pcr- 
conal. 
The reader meets him, whereas 


In Dickens the reader meets the charac- 
ters.

Two were full slza, but the 
stamp on them had been hacked and 
tha other was byt half a bar.

000 bullion from Skagway to Seattle. 
Shortly before reaching port the purs- 
er's room was entered and one box 
opened and pig lead substituted.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—The result of 


the meeting of the committees of an- 
thracite coal miners and anthracite coal 
operators, which l» to be held in tho 
offices of the New Jersey Central Ball- 
road here Tuesday morning, will un- 
doubtedly 
decide the 
question as to 


whether April 1 will ace the beginning 
of another one of the many coal strikes 
that have marked th's Amending strug- 
gle between capital and labor In the ooal 
fields. 


The object of Tuesday's meeting Is to 


arrange « satisfactory agreement between 
tho operators and miners and the draw- 
ing up of a contract that will fbc a now 
scalo of wages and the length of each 
working day. 
This contract, if made, 


will go into effect April 1, 03 the old one, 
governing the present wage scale, ex- 
pires March 31. If no definite agree- 
ment is reached at the meeting there is 
a strong probability of a "walkout" oc- 
curring In the anthracite workings all 
over the country on the first day of 
April. 


TO PRESENT DEMANDS. 


President John P. White of the United 


Mine Workers of America will go to 
Wllkesbarre tomorrow and on Monday he 
will hold a meeting of the district presi- 
dents for the purpose of deciding the.beat 
possible way to present the demands of 
the miners to the committee ot coal 
barona and Just what action will be 
taken In the event of the operators re- 
fusing to accede to tholr propositions. 


At the national convention of United 


Mine Workers, which was held In In- 
dianapolis last month, the committee on 
wage ecales mades Us report to the na- 
tional body and referred to the fact that 
there had been a steady Increase in tho 
cost of living ulnco tho lost wags scale 
was agreed upon, that the conditions in 
and about the mines have become more 
disagreeable and that the Introduction 
of labor saving, machinery, the use .of 
gas Mid oil for fuel are malting unneces- 
sary tho long hours which the miners 
are now asked to'ifork. .

, COMMITTEE'S ADVICE. 


The committee advised th» presenta- 


tion of tho following demands of 
the 


miners' committee at Tuesday's confer- 
ence:

Flfty-flvo members and guests of the 


Oakland Chapter, Amsrlcan Institute of 
Banking, held the third annual banquet 
of the chapter at tha Forum Cafe last 
night Mayor Frank K. Mott, Joseph M. 
Gumming, assistant secretary 
of tba 


Panama-Paclflc International Exposition 
Company, and other prominent banking 
and civic officials, were among ths guests 
and speakers of the evening. Golden L. 
Downing, president of tha local chapter, 
acted as toastmaeter of the evening. 


In hie opening remarks Downing out- 


ined in brief tho purposes of the gather- 
Ing, dwelling in particular upon the effect 
of such an affair and organization, first, 
In boosting for the city of Oakland, anfl 
second. In working for tha great inter- 
national exposition of 1915. Be also dis- 
cussed the purpose for which tha chaptsrs 
are organized, saying in part, as follows. 


"The institute, with a membership at 


the present time of 12,700 active men, 
has for Its purpose the promotion of 
efficiency in bank management. It is the 
aim of the Institute to be the greatest 
Influence of any banking organization In 
dealing with this management." 


OAKLAND IS RISING. 


He then spoke of the Importance of tha 


chapters in the country and of tha growth 
of the local body, announcing that of 
the sixty-six chapters at present in ex- 
istence Oakland has risen to seventeenth. 


Mayor Mott was tha next speaker, hav- 


ing for his subject "Oakland, the City of 
Opportunity." 
After touching upon the 


work of the local chapter, of which he is 
a member, ho said: 


"Oakland has been called the 'City of 


Opportunity' What are our opportuni- 
ties here? Have we opportunities for 
building a commercial snd industrial city? 
Have we opportunities as a residential 
city, opportunities to make money, oppor- 
tunities for men to secure employment, 
to make life pleasant and enjovable? I 
think we may answer these questions in 
the affirmative- in all cases. 


FINE RESIDENCE CITY. 


"As for our opportunities as a resi- 


dential community, those we have already 
realized, although wa are even yet onlv 
started When we have added to our city 
all the residential sections on the out- 
lying hills, as yet unsettled, we shall 
"then have a section uneaualed, «ven un- 
paralleled, bringing with it all the enjoi- 
ments of life desired. 


"But Oakland's greatest opportunity lias 


In her Industrial and commercial develop- 
ment. 
With this development we will 


grow In population, wealth and Import- 
ance abroad, bringing the final elements 
of clvio greatness and content. Up to 
recent years we have dona comparative- 
ly little la developing these particular op- 
portunities. What we must do from now 
on ore those things which will bring busi- 
ness and commerce to Oakland. Blshcp 
Berkeley has said *We«tward the course 
of empire takes Its way,' and now more 
than ever before we are realizing tfiat 
the entire course of development in civi- 
lization Is toward the "West—toward us. 


OAKLAND WATERFRONT. 


"All 
these things 
indicate, 
together 


with the opening of the Panama ca- 
nal, that tha Taclfio coast 1» to become 
the great theater of commerce and In- 
dustry for the world within the coming 
year*. 
Our city h&s struggled In the 


pa*t to get possession of Its waterfront 
which It foolishly.gave awayiuacjt1in,,th3 
fifties, but. now we have It back again 
and we are today realising our oppor- 
tunities In that direction and are .spend- 
ing thousands of dollars In gsttlng this 
great, natural resource ready for us*. 


"Let It be distinctly understood that 


we are not doing this to fight San Fran- 
cisco, for we are the city's best friend. 


ami It la only unfortunate that *he does 
not realize it better.

COMING OF EXPOSITION. 


"Moreover, with the coming of tha 


Panama-Pacific Exposition we must put 
ourselves In readiness for the arrUnJ 
of tha thousands of tourists who will come 
for that event and will remain to look 
us over. To do this we must have money 
and cpand it. I am often Irritated when 
people come to me and talk about some 
manufacturing concern that nas stayai 
away from Oakland because tho tax rate 
is high. It la not high; that Is, not com- 
paratively so. It 13 not hl^h when we are 
spending the money properly and ore get- 
tiff 
definite 
and substantial returns, 


as we are In Oakland. 


"Let us go ahead, then; let; us show by 


our confidence in our city nnd its fu- 
ture that we are courageous; that we 
have faith in Oakland and that we reallss 
and are determined to moke tho most of 
these, our wonderful opportunities." 


OAKLAND TO GET SHARE. 


In a few remarks Gumming spoke of 


the work and plans of the Panama-Pa- 
cific Exposition Company, which he rep- 
resents. He dwelt upon tha fact that the 
fair was not a San Francisco, a Ban 
Francisco 
Bay 
or 
even a California 


event, but that It was an international 
exposition, and was so considered by the 
management of the exposltldn. 


"As to the effect of this axposttlon on 


the communities about the bay a'nd in 
the state, however," the speaker con- 
tinued, "It will prove 
of 
stupendous 


benefit 
A good many narrow-minded 
individuals In San Francisco objected to 
the Harbor View site because it would 
b» too near Oakland and would benefit 
Oakland too much. But that is tha site 
chosen, and from the ferries which will 
be operated direct from the grounds to 
this city and in a hundred other ways 
Oakland will get her full share of the 
benefits of the exposition." 


W. A. Day. president of the San Fran- 


cisco chapter of the Institute, was an- 
other speaker, outlining in brief the work 
of that organization. Other features on

William Rattray as accompanist, stories 
and monologues by Press Woodruff, Mil- 
ton and Colman Schwarta and the read-

livered by L. H. Heacock, vice-president 
of the local chapter.

The cry that has gone up 
from the country-banks, which arc still' under State 
jurisdiction, has reached the corresponding banks in 
San Francisco and created great disturbance of the 
financial situation. 


The edict of the Bank Commissioner that bonds 


and other securities of the Associated Oil and the 
Union Oil Companies—the principal California oil 
concerns—shall not be accepted as collateral in Cali- 
fornia State Banks is regarded as the most serious 
assault on this great industry that has ever been 
made. The injury extends beyond the State. The 
fact that California funds are not to be loaned on one 
of the State's chief industries is accepted in the east- 
ern ST!'! foreign fiti^nrint r*nfi«r« -ic tr^'n'T"*1 tftnf ft,(» 
State is withput confidence in this industry; that 
something is wrong; that if the California oil indus- 
try is repudiated by California, .it must be about to 
vanish. 


The stoppage of investments from abroad will 


prove of incalculable injury to the oil business. This, 
however, is only one of many large and profitable in- 
terests against which tfic Bank Commissioner is mak- 
ing a crusade. 


There seems no limit to the damage that may thus 


be perpetrated. To relieve the seriousness, however, 
of the situation Williams has issued another order 
that for its wealth of humor, i* unexamnled in finan- 
cial history. It seems so incredible that at first it 
was not believed. 


Williams ordered National Bank notes and Treas- 


ury Bank notes taken from the money reserve of 
State Banks because, as he said, these were not 
money. 


Considering that they are issued by authority of

watershed will be unusually low dur- 
ing the coming summer 
and

months, causing a shortage of water

Weather Forcaster N. R. Taylor "of 
the Sacramento station of tho United 
States weather bureau. 
Taylor says 
that tho Sacramento river

much lower than in 1910, when a low- 
water mark was.established at a lutio 
over 6 feet.

Although copious rainfalls and Know 
storms in the mountains are possible 
during tho coming month, tho pre- 
cipitation will, with the present con- 
ditions, serve only to keep the flow 
of the streams up to normal until the 
last of April, Bays Taylor. Tho moun- 
tains are at present practically bare 
and there Is little chance of sufficient 
snow falling to provide water through- 
out . the slimmer so as to keep the 
supply near normal. 


Taylor predicts, as he did In 1910, 
that the Sacramento will be lower 
this year than for thirty years. He 
says the entire va'.Icy wil! b» r.ffcctcd.

The constitution is of no 
avail because nobody respects it or will obey it. The will of the 
Vpeople is the law of the land, but the jury cannot render a verdict 
itill they have finished cutting each other's throats. The people are 
I vindicating their right to rule by killing each other off. The con- 
stitution and the laws are being interpreted by hoi polloi in the 
.spirit of the day. By this simple method of adjustment the will of

IN NEED OF PITY 


Deferred Pay Days and Loan Sharks. 


The extortion practiced by loan sharks has prompted a number 


of wealthy and prominent citizens of San Francisco to subscribe to 
a loan fund, to be used m making small advances to wage-earners 
and persons in public employ whose necessities compel them to 
seek temporary accommodation. It is proposed that this loan fund 
shall be employed for purposes of relief rather than to make a 
profit, the plan being to make loans to deserving persons at a mod- 
erate1 ja^e of interest' exacted mainly to cover the cost of operation 
and'to keep the fund intact. 


jThis is a worthy enterprise and deserves commendation, both 


for'the motive prompting it and the object it is intended to serve. 
But it is merely a measure of relief; it will not eliminate the loan 
shark or abate the extortionate usury practiced on the poor, the 
helpless and the improvident elements of society.. Legislation must 
apply penalties to the exactions of the loan shark, and then steps 
should be taken to keep wage-earners out of the clutches of ra- 
pacious money lenders. If all employers -would agree to have reg- 
,uJarvwee£Iy, pay* days jnanx persons would not be forced to borrow. 
.Long deferred and irregular pay days drive the poor to the loan

"The weekly pay day is the surest method of fighting this loan 


shark evil. San Francisco in this respect is in a bad way. The 
city and many large corporations pay their employes monthly.

You have 
to get at the cause of this money-lending evil, and the big cause 
of it is the monthly pay day. If men were paid oftener it would 
not be necessary for them to go to the loan shark." 


Doubtless some people will be disposed to think Mr. Nolan's 


views are colored by hiae connection with labor organizations, 
so, what he says is worthy of attention; moreover, it is supported 
by the statements of large employers. For instance, A. E. Foster, 
treasurer of the Union Iron Works, corroborates Mr. Nolan in 
this statement of the experience his company has had • 


"We formerly paid our men at the Union Iron Works monthly I 


and we had a great deal of trouble with salary assignments. We 
now pay in cash weekly, take no receipts, and we have no trouble. 


"In the three years that the weekly pay days have been estab- 


lished we have had hardly any assignments."

Some unscrupulous employers do a loan shark business them- 


selves. They pay their help only at long intervals, giving out 
time checks or due bills instead of paying in cash. Then they have 
somebody handy to discount the time checks at a usurious rate of 
interest. Thus the pay day is suspended or deferred merely to 
take advantage of the necessities of laboring men. It is this sys- 
tem that should be broken up. Anyway, the weekly pay day is a 
great protection against loan sharks. It is to be hoped the public- 
spirited citizens of San Francisco who have undertaken to abate 
the loan shark evil will study this phase of the question

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Commissions 
General Keefe of the bureau of Immigra- 
tion is r.ot at all optimistic regarding the 
plans of the organization which are strug- 
gling with tho croblem of placing the Im- 
migrant "where he Is needed" and pre- 
venting his settling in colonies In the 
large cities and ceators of Industry, to 
which places most Immigrants of today 
wish to go. 
In a report to Seez«tary Naarel of the 
department of commerce and labor he 
states that by section 10 of the Immigra- 
tion act authority was givan the com- 
missioner geijeral to establish a "aivision 
of Information," the duty of such divis- 
ion to be "to promote a beneficial distri- 
bution of aliens admitted into th« United 
States among the several states and ter- 
ritories desiring immigration." 
"Beneficial distribution," he states, "In 
the light of the origin and history of the 
law, undoubtedly means a 
distribution 
that will benefit both the alien and tha 
locality to which he goes; another pur- 
pose, Incidental rather than immediate, 
being the benefiting of congested localities 
or cities to which the alien Is included 
not to go. 


STRUGGLE WITH PROBLEM. 


"Various organizations are struggling 
ivlth 
this 
'problem' 
of 
putting 
tho 
alien 
wher 
he 
is 
needed 
and 
preventing 
his 
settling 
In 
colonies In the larger cities and centers of 
industry, to which places most Immi- 
grants of today "wish to go. Some of these 
organizations are purely of a business na- 
ture. 
Others are,, or pretend to be, pa- 
triotic or philanthropic In their nurposo. 
Still others combine two or ail three of 
these features. In their actual and avowed 
purposes, they range all the way from 
combinations of ticket agents, money 
lenders, and labor agencies -working to a 
large extent for the benefit of the steam- 
ship companies and employers of cheap 
unskilled labor, or labor agencies on tho 
Mexican border engaged In procuring the 
Mexican peons and distributing them over 
tho West and Southwest, to the state and 
municipal organizations conducted bona 
flde and from high, pure motives, but of- 
ten incidentally producing some of the 
same effects as the selfish organizations. 
"These various" schemes for distribu- 
tion in the broad sense are subject to sev- 
eral practical difficulties which are often 
overlooked by those who deal with the 
matter from the theoretical view-point 
only, viz.: 


TOO LATE TO STEM TIDE. 


"First. If It ever was feasible to de- 
vise a complete, efficient plan for the gen- 
eral distribution of aliens, it is probably 
now too late to stem the tide which has 
set toward certain localities -where alien 
nucleus colonies have been established, 
constituting additional reasons why the 
new Immigrants are drawn to them. 
"Second. Even though a certain num- 
ber of aliens may be 'distributed,' they 
will not remain where placed unless the 
arrangement coincides with their desires, 
and 
unless 
physically 
and 
mentally 
adapted to their new surroundings, as a 
lar^e percentage of those'who now in- 
sist on herding In the cities never will be. 
"Third. Distribution is not now, If it 
ever was, the real remedy for the evils 
which admittedly result from immigra- 
tion: although doubtless, if some far- 
.re«ch!ng plan could have been devised 
years ago it might have alleviated or 
postponed some of these evils, at least in 
their local manifestations M observed In 
the congested centers, and, doubtless, a1«=o 
some slight good effect may be expected 
to result Incidentally- from the effort ex- 
erted to Induce settlers to locate in agri- 
cultural districts In tho manner specified 
in the law above quoted, 


DIFFICULTIES INCREASED 


"Fourth. As a matter of fact, in the 
present condition of the immigration bus- 
iness (for It has become a business In the 
fullest sense-of-tbat-tErmH-I-am- inclined 
to believe that our difficulties In the ag- 
gregate, viewing the matter from a na- 
tional standpoint, are increased rather, 
than reduced by the' various schemes— 
private, charitable, and public—that are 
being operated or advocated and adver- 
tised for tho general distribution of tha 
aliens. 
"Tha fourth point needs some further 
consideration. 
So far as transoceanic 
Immigration Is concerned, 
the greatest 
beneficlarle» are the steamship llneg; with 


respect to Mexican peon labor, the large 
employers and labor agencies. 
"Any plan for th> distribution of alien 
laborers, if carried out, must have a 
tendency to Increase Immigration and 
confer additional ben«fits upon the bene- 
flclarl»8 mentioned. 
It the distribution 
affects ths aliens at the tlm« of impor- 
tation, and extends the field in which 
tney may be placed at a wage sufficient 
to afford a bare existence, the demand 
for additional numbers Is increased di- 
rectly. 


AGAINST FLOODING. 


•The theory upon which moat of these 
plans rest, that there is an almost un- 
limited demand for common labor In this 
country, is now, and has been for some 
time, unwarranted by tho facts. 
It U 
true, of course, that »uoh concerns *s 
railway linea, constructing contractors, 
meat-packing houses, and the Ilka, us- 
ing large numbers of unskilled laborers, 
ars always glad to have a uurplua on. 
hand, so as to b» In position to keep 
wages at the minimum; but the damano. 
In this direction Is too frequently cre- 
ated by the refusal of the employers to 
pay a living wage or to furnish steady 
employment to bo a r«Uabl» indication 
of actual conditions. It 
la also true 
that at certain seasons of tho year, when 
crops are being harvested, there is a 
heavy demand for farm labor In the west; 
but such labor Is expected to nnvfi some 
knowledge of farm work, in wanted only 
for limited periods, and, except in few 
instances, cannot bo employed by the 
year or even for a season. lu recent 
years this temporary demand for an In- 
creased number of farm. hacis has bean 
met in various -ways—in some localities 
by the farmers offering exceptional in- 
ducements, thereby securing the esrvlcea 
of laborers usually employed In, other in- 
dustries, euch laborers going 
back 
to 
their regular employment after receiving 
a. high wage /for a short period on tha 
farms. 
EQUAL DISTRIBUTION. 


"Because tho farmer needs additional 
help during certain periods, It does not 
follow that the country should be flooded 
with cheap foreign labor which during 
the greater part of the year la forced 
to accept a wage that affords only a 
bars subsistence, tending to reduce the 
American standard ot wages and living. 
In reference to the willingness of-cer- 
tain agencies to employ new immigrant 
laborers rather then those who hav« been, 
her* for a considerable time, also as to 
tho bad economic conditions prevailing 
among many alien workers In the con- 
E-estad districts of Kev.' York City, Mr. 
Keefe refers to the report of the com- 
missioner of immigration for New Tortt. 


•KNELL- OF STANDARD. 


"This so-calleU problem of distribu- 
tion, in so far as it relates to others 
than settlers (1. e:, those who desire to 
acquire land), trill, It aeems to me; be 
solved by the natural law of mpply and 
demand, assuming of course, that tha 
aliens are fit subjects of distribution, as 
otherwise artificial m«ans could have no 
lasting effect. 
Thus, if it la true that 
our large centers are 
congested 
wiu» 
people who aro barely able to eke out an 
existence, while on the other hand tbera 
is a scarcity of labor In other sections, 
the demand should be sufficiently In- 
sistent to produce such on offer of wages 
and working conditions as wuid. in- 
fluence those in the congested districts 
to take advantage of it; for after all, 
the average waice earner. If unencumb- 
ered has little preference between dif- 
ferent sections, providing wages are maoe 
an inducment; just so long as the de- 
mand Is met by importing cheap labor 
from abroad this congestion must con- 
tinue, and while the demand will In a 
wav be supplied that retult 
will 
be 
Sought abouf only to she <*timat* dlsad- 
vants.ee or utter destruction 
that kind of 
living and wages which we have been 
so proud to term the -"American stan- 
dard."

Extinct if Government 


Does Not Act. 


SANATORIUM FAVORED 


BY MEDICAL INSPECTOR 


Finds That Medicine Is Not 


Taken Properly When 


Given to Natives. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. .24.—No In- 


dians will be left In Alaska In two or 
three generations unless the govern- 
ment at once takes-vigorous measures 
to check disease among them. This 
is in substance the statement made in 
a report by Dr. M. H. Poster, passed 
assistant surgeon In the public health 
and marine hospital services, who was 
sent on special detail to make a sur- 
vey of the health conditions of South- 
ern Alaska, The survey was mado for 
the bureau of education, which has 
general supervision of Alaska natlveSj. 
and as a result of an estimate for an 
appropriation of $70,000 for additional 
medical work among the natives is 
now before Congress. 
Dr. Foster discusses the decrease Jn 
the native population' of Alaska as 
follows: 
t 
"Owing to the usual lack of vital 
statistics in a pioneer country such as 
this, the exact facts on which to base 
an opinion have never been available 
and most of the statements havo been 
mere conjecture. 
At Sitka accurate 
accounts have baen kept by the 
churches, and they show that for a 
period of five years and seven months 
the annual birth rate has been 72.3 
per thousand, and the annual death 
rate 85.4 per thousand. During this 
period, witb. an estimated population 
of 400, there were 29 more deaths 
than births. 


H«*pIANS DYIVG FAST. 


"The returns of the United States 
census bureau show that In the last 
ten years there has been a decrease in 
the total Indian population approxi- 
mately equal to 14 per cent, or 1^. -per 
cent per year. This corresponds "very 
closely to, the rates as figured at Sitka, 
and they may be taken as indicating 
fairly correctly the rates for the 
whole country. Tho death rate in the 
United States varies from 7 or 8 per 
thousand to 35 per thousand, depend- 
ing upon the locality. 
An average 
death rate may be placed at 22 to 23 
per thousand. 


"The yery unusual mortality in 
Alaska, i. e., 86.4 per thousand, is to 
attributed largely to pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, and unless it is checked in 
some way it, will result in the extinc- 
tion of the natives in 60 or 70 years. 
Fortunately it is counteracted to a' 
certain extent by an unusually large 
birth rate, but-the birth rate will prob- 
ably decrease as time goes orU" • 


FAVORS SATilTORimH. 
* 


In accordance with these findings, 
Dr. Foster's recommendation Include 
the establishment of a tuberculosis 
sanltorium, provisions for which, -is 
made in the appropriation bill which 
the bureau of educaton now has be- 
fore Congress. Conservative estimates 
put the proportion of natives Buffer- 
ing from some form of tubercular 
trouble*! from 80 to BO per cent. This 
is in addition to some IB per cent who 
have diseases of the eye and an un- 
usually large percentage of sufferers 
from specific blood poisoning or al- 
lied diseases. "Without medical atten- 
tion natives mingling with the whites 
furnish an element of considerable 
danger to the entire population of 
Alaska.

He left aome strychnine 
tablets with explicit directions that 
one was to be taken every two hours 
The brother of tho slclt man, despite 
tlteae directions, reasoning: that if one 
was rood, more were better, gave the 
entire supply at one time, and the man 
ared In a few hours. 


•'While it is not known that the 
strychnine was the cause of his death, 
it is very evident from such an oc- 
currence that they cannot be trusted 
with potent drugs.

Few Hurlers Have Use for It, 


But Ed Walsh Still Hangs 


on to Delivery. 


Spit ball pitchers are the exception. 


Five years ago nearly #very pitcher dab- 
bled with the slop ball. Last year major 
league teams had no more than one spit 
ball artist, 


Not long ago 
-when a minor league 


pitcher was secured the thing given con- 
sideration waa his 'spit ball. Now the 
average manager frowns on the young- 
ster who depends on the delivery. 


Why this decline? Some say the pitch- 


ers discovered that the use of the spltter 
shortened their career. 
Others that It 


was because pitchers found It hard to 
control. 
Others think the 'decline due 


to the batsmen "waiting out" th« pitch- 
ers who 'Use the spltter. 


When the spit ball came Into use It 
was considered unhltable. 
When they 
went to the bat players swung wildly, 
hoping to connect 
A* a rule they hit 
over the ball. 
Flayers say the spit ball of the aver- 
age pitcher is not hard to hit providing 
ha breaks the ball high. 
The difficult 
spltter breaks at the knee. Russell Ford, 
who has a variety of spit balls, was a 
deceptive high spltter. 
Tho players learned that the low ono 
broke below the knee about seven times 
out of 10, and If they could leave It 
alone the umpire would call It a ball. 
Naturally the way to beat the spit ball 
was to wait. 
It is surprising the amount of work 
th* .spit ball pitchers are forced to do 
now. 
As a rule the batter 
has the 
twlrler In the hole a good part of the 
time. Usually the 'Taut ball" of a spit 
ball heaver Is as straight as a string. 
When the batter figures on a fast one 
he gets a toe hold and takes a healthy 
swing. 
Vean Oregg and Alexander were the 
pitching sensations of the major leagues 
last year and neither used a spltter. Rube 
Marquord, who came Into his own, also 
epurns the spltter.

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GOAL OF VICTORY FOR 


WARREN WITHIN 
SIGHT 


On Secand Sanction Close to 7500 Miles 


Have Been Traveled; Less Than 


3000 More to Go 


Before another day will have passed, 


barring1,1 of course, a possible unfor- 
seen accident, the Warren non-motor 
stop car, which is fast making worI3- 
wide history, will have passed the 
7000-mile mark in its noble effort to 
make a new world's record for a long 
distance run. 


As an actual matter of fact 13,600 
miles have been negotiated. 
There 
was a stop, however, early 
in 
the 
game, to bo exact, when 4270 miles 
Tiad been traveled. At this time a Ht'- 
tle trouble arose which is now a snal- 
ti>r of history. Mentioned so often it 
was of so unimportant a nature that 
it is har31y worth another explanation. 
Tt d!d preqlude an opportunity to gain 
credit for the miles covered once the 
car was again under way. And for 
this reason while the trouble which 
arose was of a minor nature It was 
also of a serious nature. The rules 
under which the contest is being run 
stated that the motor must not be 
' stopped for a period of more than 


sixty seconds. An amendment to that 
ruling which we think would meet 
with favor would be one to make light 
of a stop wherein no penalty would 
attach Itself unless a motor, trans- 
mission or differential mechanical re- 
pair became necessary. 


A carburetor being- virtually an ac- 


cessory of an automobile, even though 
it is a. necessity, should not, with all 
sense of fairness in a circumstance 
such as brought about the stop of the 
Warren motor, cause the forfeiting 


I of the right to a chance for success. 
I 
Until such an amendment becomes 
a reality the present ruling is natural- 
ly the one which Is effective. 
At any rate a showing lias been 


made by the Warren wliich is not like- 
ly to be duplicated for many a day to 
come. If the present rate of progress 
is continued the world's official record 
will be broken by midnight of Satur- 
day next. 
Every honor due the car, 
the entrants and the drivers will be 
accorded It.

A good poultry house for a place with 
the climate possessed by Alameda county 
can be made In a. "mushroom" style. In 
other words, a "roof on stilts" makes an 
Ideal house. The roof can be made In 
the shape of an octagon, with boards to 
come down below the roof about two feet, 
the roof, of coarse going to a. point In 
the top and drooping down all around. 
Put the roosts above the boards and then 
place a board with dents nailed on for a 
ladder that the hens may climb up and 
down without trying to fly. To fly up 
teaches them bad habits, and to fly down 
Is. liable to give them bumble feet. 
Hens that roost In a house of this sort 


never got the roup; they are up above 
the draught and they have good fresh, 
pure air to breathe, at the same time that 
they are protected from the rain. 
To be used in stormy times. In the 
daylight, make a sort of scratching shed, 
that may be littered with straw, so that 
the hens may have a place when it rajns. 
This one precaution often means all the 
difference between profit and loss In win- 
ter, for hens that are fed enough and that 
are protected from the rain, are sure to 
Jay In winter, when eggs are worth big 
money. The fact of the matter is, how- 
ever, that eggs bring the best price from 
the middle or the first of November to 


the last of December. The way to have 
eggs at that season IB to have early pul- 
leta and to keep them growing. If they 
art the big breeds, and to have them 
hatched in March or early in April if 
they are Leghorns 
If hatched too early 
Leghorns will moult In the fall 
If you want your pullets to rush along 
toward a profitable maturity and to be 
ready to lay this fall, when eggs are 
egg", then see to it that they have no

combination and from entering Into or 
forming any like combination in restraint 
of trade. The.Injunctions also forbid the 
fourteen companies from having officers 
or directors In common, and prohibit the 
purchasing of business plants,- ons of thn 
othor. Tho twenty-nine Individuals are 
enjoined for three years from increasing 
their proportionate holdings, but to this 
provision the court has added ths follow- 
ing clause: 


"Provided, however, thnt any of tha 


naifl defendants 
mrty, notwithstanding 


this prohibition, acquire from any other 


caso of. death .from their estates, any of 
the stock licld by micit other defendant 
or defendants In any of tho said corpora- 
tions." 


In this* way tlie twenty-nine men now
